FARM WORK GAVE MISS 

IRISH COLLEGE DAYS 


"How 1 Worked My Way Through 
College," by Miss Iona V. Irish, now 
teaching journalism in a Tulsa, Okla., 
high school, is one of the three suc- 
cessful articles in the $500 prize con- 
test published in the September num- 
ber of The Delineator. 

Miss Irish earned her college ex- 
penses as a farmerette during the 
summer and assisted in caring for 
children while attending the univer- 
sity. She climbed telephone poles 
with lineman’s spurs to trim trees that 
interfered with telephone wires, and 
with a scythe cut down underbrush by 
the roadside. From a weak child she 
developed into one of the healthiest 
and best developed girls in the uni- 
versity before she graduated. 


Walter R. Stokes returns to our school as the world’s best 
shot for the second consecutive time. We proudly remember that 
he is captain of a George Washington University rifle team, which 
has never been defeated. This thought may lead us to realize the 
wisdom of supporting this victorious aggregation in such a manner 
that it can keep George Washington ahead of all other universities 
in the field. 

Last year this was not done. Our team won the collegiate] 
championship of the United States in 1921- It raised our school 
to a height in intercollegiate competition seldom, if ever, reached 
in all George Washington history. And then, last year, this 
newly-crowned champion could not defend its title because it 
lacked facilities for training and funds for entering the matches.
